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Where the Blame Doesn't Belong 

A U. S. News & World Report feature article bears 
the provocative and disturbing title "Is a Buyers' 
Strike Coming?" 

The article says a real strike of that kind Is not be- 
lieved to be imminent — but that sales of some kinds of 
goods are slowing, and that there is more grumbling 
over prices among consumers. It also says that "Mer- 
chants are encountering resentment from their cus- 
tomers against some of the high prices." 

Human nature being what it is, this is probably 
inevitable. When consumer resentment over inflation 
flared shortly after World War II, merchants bore the 
brunt of the attack and in some cases groups actually 
picketed stores. This attitude, in the vast majority 
of cases, amounts to placing the blame where it defi- 
nitely does not belong. 

Merchants are not responsible for higher prices, 
now or in the past, and the profits figures prove it. 
The food chains, for instances, often earn only a cent 
of profit on each dollar of sales — a profit so small 
we'd never notice the difference if.it didn't exist at all. 
Other kinds of stores commonly earn only a few cents 
out of that sales dollar. All the rest goes to buy sup- 
plies, pay wages, rents and taxes, and to meet other 
unavoidable overhead expense. 

Wages have been going up, in some cases sharply, 
and so have other costs borne by business on both 
the manufacturing and retailing levels. Merchants 
have no choice — the increases must be passed along 
to the consumer.

Warning From the Top 

Directly after the President presented his pro- 
posed S71.8 billion budget to Congress, Secretary 
of the Treasury Humphrey held an unusual press 
conference. He said that the budget is "the best we 
can possibly do at present" Then he added a potent 
warning — that if public spending is not reduced 
"We'll have a depression that will 'curl your hair." 
He expressed confidence that reductions can be made 
in the next 18 months. 

The Secretary and the other officials concerned 
with this problem must have real public support — 
which means, above all, that we must approve and 
accept economy measures that affect us, and not just 
the fellow next door.

An Efficient Fuel 

A good many people have been led to believe 
that coal is about through as a furnace or boiler fuel 
— particularly in new plants and buildings. 

That, however, is not the case. In many in- 
stances, builders find that coal is still the most 



efficient and economical fuel available. 

As an example, a lock company is building 
a plant in Illinois. It will be a sizable affair 4 , 
with 1,000 workers. After exhaustive economic and 
engineering studies, a decision to install a modern 
coal-burning boiler plant was reached, and coal will 
be used exclusively for all heating and process steam- 
requirements. , 

This coal installation will require a minimum of 
labor. For all practical purposes it will be n push- 
button operation, using a completely mechanized 
coal and ash handling system. It will make possible 
an estimated annual saving of $53,000 as against other 
fuels. , 

Coal plants arc being installed in other structures, 
including new. schools, public buildings, and various 
kinds of factories. Coal's major markets today are 
power and steel companies. But it still has a growing 
heating market.

Short End of the Stick 

The Advertiser, of Calais, Maine, points out that 
in many parts of the world socialists are worried 
because workers prefer jobs in private industry as 
against jobs in nationalized industry. It cites two 
examples. The private building industry in Soviet 
East Germany has been taking the more efficient 
workers away from state-owned companies. And 
Bolivia's experiment in government operation of the 
tin industry failed primarily because of low worker 
productivity — they worked harder for private own- 
ers than they did for the government. 

This is not surprising. Workers can bargain with 
private industry and get improved wages and work- 
ing conditions. But when government is the boss, it 
calls the tunc as it sees fit, and anything resembling 
equality of bargaining is impossible. 

The moral: The masses of working peopple al- 
ways get the short end of the stick under socialism.

The User Should Pay 

Few would quarrel with the statement that the 
person who wants and uses a commodity or service 
should pay for it — that is, pay enough to cover all 
the costs of providing it. 

Yet there are services — strictly commercial ser- 
vices — for which the user pays only a part of the 
cost, and another part is made up, through subsidies 
of one kind or onother, by the taxpayers at large. 
These are services provided by the government. 
One of them is parcel post. 

As of a recent date, it was estimated that since 
1926 the parcel post deficit has run to $1.2 billion — 
and this does not include large indirect costs, which 
are put at some $43 million a year. And parcel post, 
remember, operates in direct competition with self- 
supporting, taxpaying private business — express com- 
panies, local cartage concerns, and others. It is this 
fact that caused the International Teamster magazine 
to describe parcel post as "a classic example of un- 
necessary competition with private business. . . ." 

What can be done? The answer is that parcel 
post should be forced to adhere to three specific 
principles that Congress specified when the service 
was started in 1913 — that rates should cover all costs, 
that there should not be unnecessary competition 
with private enterprise, and that the service should 
supplement, not supersede, private carriers.

Gasoline Tax for Non- 
Highway Purposes Unfair 



The Chicago Motor Club today 
warned that diversion of Illinois 
gas taxes, as suggested by the Chi- 
cago Transit Authority, could up- 
set the state's highway program. 

Said Charles M. Hayes, president 
of the Motor Club: 

"The proposal made in Spring- 
field last week by officials of the 
CTA for an increase in the gasoline 
tax for non-highway purposes is 
not only unfair and unjust but if 
adopted could jeopardise the road 
program throughout the state." 

Hayes said Federal law provides 
penalties for diversion. '"In 10-17,'* 
he pointed out, "the Illinois Legisla- 
ture also spelled out a policy to pro- 
hibit such a scheme as that pro- 
posed o.m Feb. 1G by the CTA." 

The CTA proposed a subsidy plan 
which included hiking the state gas 
tax from 5 to 1} cents a gallon to 
produce an estimated $2(1 million 
a year. Half of this would be al- 



lotted directly to the CTA. The 
other half would be used for high- 
way projects. 

But Hayes cited the 1947 state- 
ment of policy adopted by the Leg- 
islature. He said it "states in effect 
that highway-user taxes are to be 
used only for highway purposes or 
to retire and pay the bonds for high- 
way construction." 

The Motor Club president said 
that other states have been penal- 
ized for diverting gas taxes for non- 
highway purposes. He asserted: 

"The Federal highway aid law 
has stipulated that where a state 
diverts any of its own highway 
funds to non-road purposes, it shall 
be subject to having its Federal aid 
allocation reduced or withheld. The 
provision — known as the Hayden- 
Cartwright amendment — was %vrit- 
ten into the basic Federal aid law 
in 1934." 

Hayes said the Hayden-Cart- 
wright amendment is still in ef- 
fect. He cited the following opin- 
ion given in 1938 by the U. S. at- 
torney general that "this section

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Central High Completes $280,000 Addition; 
Enrollment Next Fall to Double That of 1 952 



Central High School at Paddock 
Lake, Salem, Wis., which has been 
busily engaged in construction ex- 
cept during 1054, has completed the 
$280,000 addition. Lawrence Mon- 
bcrg and Associates of Kenosha was 
the architect .and Frank Zoubck 
Construction Company, the general 
contractor. 

The present addition consists of 
additional lavatory facilities, four 
regular classrooms, a new industrial 
shop and classroom, a complete new 
music department of choral and in- 
strumental set-up, a bus mainten- 
ance garage, and a sewing class- 
room. In addition, the hot lunch 
department and the shower rooms 
were also enlarged. Perhaps one of 
the most striking features of the 
building is the outer lobby and the 
main entrance. Further landscap- 
ing will be done this spring. 

Central's enrollment has grown 
from 238 In 1952-1953 to more than 
450 at present.

Chicago — Beef, lamb and poultry 
will conrtlnue In consumer value 
position ot mostly steady prices 
while pork bobbles around, taking 
a slight jump for fresh and halting 
declines on cured items this week, 
to refute published government re- 
ports that "pork items are particu- 
larly low priced." 

In fact, beef and pork moved in 
opposite directions at wholesale 
last week, as moat packers ob- 
served the short holiday work week. 

Cattle continued to arrive in 
heavy voutrrte, some 5000 more 
head during the short week as com- 
pared to the previous full work 
week. This factor augmented . by 
increased numbers of cattle in pipe- 
lines assures low-priced beef for 
weeks to come. Hog arrivals were 
extremely light, and in effect throws 
the pork calendar behind at least 
two full weeks. Prices had been 
slipping until the sharp reversal set 
in at wholesale. 

The market also is watching but- 
ter prices and movement since the 
government changed its procure- 
ment procedure (largely by-passing 
the Chicago Mercantile Exchange) 
to purchase direct from producers. 
This move, it is felt, will channel 
more top-score butter to govern- 
ment, for school lunch, welfare, ex- 
port, and other uses, leaving lower 
scores for modestte consumption. 
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Trade predicts Increased consumer 
costs. This should not reflect at re- 
tail for some time. 

The University of Illinois con- 
sumer service survey of metropoli- 
tan area food outlets for the week 
ending March 2 pegs these values: 
Beef — steaks, chuck and shoulder 
round roasts* economy cuts; poultry 
— stewing hens, turkey, capons, 
Tnrge eggs; produce — citrus fruits, 
lettuce, carrots, swectcorn, broccoli, 
Brussels sprouts, and potatoes; 
canned foods — beets, corn, tomato 
and grapefruit Juice, pears and 
peaches. Expect continued bargains 
in shortening and possibly slight de- 
cline in coffee, during the next few 
weeks. 

Consensus prices reflected In the 
U. of I. survey include: 

Beef — Unchanged from last week 
for major items: steaks — sirloin 09- 
79c, porterhouse 79-80c, round 49- 
05; roasts — blade cut 29-35c (off 4c), 
round bone 49-55c, standing rib 49- 
59c, rump 79-89c. Economy cuts 
arc slightly lower, short ribs typi- 
cally 17c, shoulder round roasts 39c, 
for Instance. 

Pork — Fresh Items jumped from 
2 to 10c, loin end roasts quoting 
45-49c, rib end 35*39c, center chops 
69-70c! fresh Bostons 43-4Sc. Cured 
items hold steady, smoked whole 
ham 53-55c; picnics 35-39c, smoked 
Bostons 59-09c. Bacon jumped 2c 
to 5Q-67c for best. 

Veal— Declining slightly at whole- 
sale but Insufficient to influence 
retail. 

Lamb — Value opportunities in 
leg roasts at 55-59c, shoulder roasts 
remaining cheap at 29-33c. 

Poultry — Continuing values in 
stewing hens at 33-39c, turkeys 
dropping 4c to 45c, and fryers quot- 
ing widely but at a lower 35-45c. 
Spot values arc noted for capons 
and roasters. 

Dairy — Eggs still are low priced, 
with better values in larger sizes, 
such as 47-49c for grade A large 
whites. Butter quotes as low as

action. Tho diaphragm moves up 
and down, sending air outward to 
stimulate the larynx where sounds 
are produced in the form of 
chuckles.

How does a laugh begin? Happy 
laughter is involuntary. An anec- 
dote, an amusing situation or glad- 
ness on seeing a friend all evoke 
thoughts of laughter. Starling in

Later 
he retired from the Army to devote 
his full time to his new youth move- 
ment. It was during one of his first 
big Scout rallies in London when 
he noticed so many girls attending 
ini makeshift Boy Scout uniforms 
'that he decided to launch a similar 
organization for girls. 

A few years later, Juliette Gordon 
Low of Savannah, Ga., then living 
in Scotland, became interested in 
his Girl Guides, ar.d in 1912 she 
returned to the U.S. to organize 
and become the founder of the Girl 
Scouts. 

Juliette Low traveled all over 
the U.S. selling Girl Scouting to 
others, and by the end of 1 D15 the 
organization boasted a membership 
of 5000. By the end of 1918 the Girl 
Scouts had gained recognition for 
their services during the First World 
War and membership numbered 
34,081. By the end of 1952, 40 years 
after its founding, there were 1,- 
931,253 Girl Scouts in the U.S. 

Nearing the three million mark 
today, a call is going out all over 
for more adult volunteer and profes- 
sional workers, it is fast becoming 
one of America's favorite family 
affairs; mothers, dads, aunts and 
uncles everywhere are pitching in 
to help provide better scouting for 
more girls.
